The Storm Was Responsible for It—The 


Testimony of the Trainmen and the Su- 
perintendent—One Inqnext Adjourned 
Until Monday to Get More Witnesses. 
The inquest into the cause of the death of 


T. A. Stone and James Hines did not begin 
until yesterday afternoon, as the railroad 
men did not show up until then. Wh n 
the first inquest begau, that on the body ol 
F. A. Stone, at Perl's there were present 
R. B. F. Pierce, chairman of the board of 
managing trustees, Superintendent L. A. 
Boyd, and Agent C. G. Dorwin, of the rail- 
road, with W. C. Outten as attorney for the 
company. 


The taking of evidence at once began. 


An extract from the testimony of J. T. Col- 
lins is here made, though his story has been 
previously published in this paper. 
He 


said: 
"The train stalled about three miles 


east of Decatur, remained there about 20 
minutes, pulled on and stalled beyond 
Long Creek. Then it backed up Lang 
Creek to n.abe a run for the hill. The acci- 
dent occurred after the btop, when we had 
been standing about three minutes. 
The 


brakeman came in after they bad stopped 
and said an extra train was coining and lie 
would go and nag it. 
I looked out but 


could see no train coming, as it was raining 
very hard. 
I had been washing my hands 


and was. wiping them, when undei the im- 
pulse ot the moment 1 opened the door 
again and saw the engine close to us at full 
speed. I grabbed the hand-rail of (lie 
caboose and jumped to the north side. 
At that instant the accident occurred. 
I 


could see the brakeman 50 or 100 feetaway. 
but could not hear t' e train because the wind 
was blowing." 


M. Moulton, the rear brakeman of the 


rear train, said he started back in the rain, 
which was very heavy. On account of the 
rain he did not see the train until it was o 
to him. He get between one-quarter an 
one-half a mile away from the front trai: 
He heard the engine of second train call ft 
brakes, but did not know whether it was 
because the engineer bad seen his signal o 
had seen the caboose ahead. They went b 
him and then the crash came. The firs 
train had been stopped two or three mitt 
utes before the crash, which occurred be 
tween 3 and t o'clock. They left Decatu 
at 2:30. They stopped on Sarigamon Hll 
west of Long Creek. The rear train wa 
going 10 or 12 miles an hour, was on 
down grade, and could not have stopped i 
that distance. He knew a second train wai 
to leave Decatur, but did not know when

They were going 15 or 18 milfs an hou 
wben he caught sight of the caboose of th 
train in front. The storm was bad, and 
was a chance that ne saw it at all. He re- 
versed his engine one fourth of a mile o 
more from the collision. He didn't se 
any one flagging him. Wben within tw 
or three car lengths of the caboose h 
jumped off. 
The track was straight and h 


thought it was half a mile away that h 
first saw the caboose. As the rails were we 
the brakeswould not bold well. The firs 
train left Decatur 50 minutes to one hou 
ahead of Him. 


Conductor B. F. Smead of the first trai 


said after the train backed up he went i 
the Long Creek office to notify the secon 
train to look out for them if it had not lef 
Decatur. They had been standing three o 
tour minutes when the crash came. The 
were stalled because the engine did no 
bteam 
properly. 
There 
would 
hav 


been no accident if it had not been storm 
Ing. 


I). E. Baldwin, conductor of the secon 


train said they were about half a mile from 
Long Creek wben the engineer whistled fo 
brakes. On account of the storm he couk 
not see his engine, only 10 car length 
away. 


L. A. Boyd, superintendent of the I., D 


& W. testified that the fiibt engine was in 
good order. 


That ended the taking of testimony. The 


jury found that F. A. Stone came to hi 
death "by accident caused by a collision on 
the Indianapolis, Decatur & Western rail 
road during a severe storm of wind am 
rain, and that no blame should be attached 
to the trainmen in charge." 


The verdict was .something of a surprise 


to every body, who hardly expected to see 
the road exonerated in that way. 
O her 


railroad men who had spoken of the matter 
expressed an opinion that the case was a 
bad one for the company.

Superintendent Boyd all testified, but did 
not bring out anything new that could be 
considered material here. The inquest was 
adjourned until Monday, to get the engi- 
neer of the first train.

850 or £100. S./uie of them, and of couixe. 
most of them, got nothing at all. Besides 
keeping their horses, paying their expenses 
here, hiring an army of stable boys and 
rubbers, the owners paid the entry fees, 
amounting to 10 per cent of the stakes in 
the races in which they entered. As there 
were eight or nine entries in some races, 
it may be seen that the horsemen paid from 
65 to 70 per cent of the stakes. Some of 
the men are in the business for fun,but they 
don't get enough to pay for such an outlay 
as they make, so they must get their money 
back some way, or horse racing would soon 
play out as too expensive a luxury fur any- 
body except a millionaire.

And 
if you will give that tenant the power to re- 
move those burdens, landlordism will not 
last a day in Ireland.

If they 
will only act with the will there is in the 
Irish tenant's breast, all will be well for 
agriculture in Illinois. 
Tbe profits from an
